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Mr,  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  our  annual  report 
for  the  year  X949,  we  are  again  fortunate  in  being  able  to  record 
a year  in  which  there  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease , 
and  no  woman  died  in  childbirth,  T.  . 

The  Year  1949  has  seen  the 

completion  and  occupation  of  64  House©  on  the  various  Council  sites 
and  in  our  view  the  completion  of  these  schemes  and  of  those  contem- 
plated will  substantially  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  community  with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Chirk, 

The  erection  of  such  an  increased  number1, 
of  houses  has  necessarily  brought  the  problem  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  to  the  fore  and  schemes  have  been  prepared  and  approval  by 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  the  villages  of  Halton,  Pontfadog, 
Glynceiriog,  Fancy,  Tregeiriog,  Llanaimon  D,  Cc  and  Llansilin, 

The  village  of  Pentre  sewerage 

scheme  which  is  to  be  treated  at  the  Cefn  Mawr  works  of  the  Wrexham 
Rural  District  Council  is  being  temporarily  held  up  pending  the 
provision  of  an  adequate  water  supply. 

With  regard  to  the  water  supplies 

in  general , in  spite  of  1949  being  a drought  year  during  which  veiy

many  districts  throughout  the  country  suffered,  severely. 

Tt  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  was  no  actual 
shortage  in  the  area  of  your  control#  On  September  5th#  1949 , 

Chirk  had  to  be  placed  on  the  Fancy  supply  which  again  proved 
to  be  entirely  adequate  while  the  installation  of  a Ram  at 
Tregeiriog  has  served  the  water  problem-  in  that  village. 

Of  the  Pentrefelin  scheme  which  was  started  last  year  we  are  able 
to  report  that  approximately  19  miles  of  the  23  miles  of  mains 
required  are  now  laid. 

We  think  it  well  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  the  fact  that  all  control  over  Milk  production 
became  vested  in  the  NTinistry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  as  from 
1st,  October  ,1949,  and  you  are  now  only  concerned  with  the  retailers 
in  your  district. 

During  the  year  under  review  a direct  labour 
scheme  of  repair  of  the  Councils  Houses  has  been  commenced  • 
details  of  which  appears  later. 

The  District  has  again  been  fortunate  in 
receiving  a considerable  quantity  of  Food  Gifts  from  overseas , 
these  have  been  distributed  and  were  most  gratefully  received  ty 
the  recipients. 

Throughout  the  Country  the  problem  of  housing 
our  aged  people  has  been  given  much  consideration  and  has  not  been 
neglected  in  this  Rural  District  where  40  Flats  have  already  been 
occupied,  but  in  our  view  the  Duplex  type  of  house  we  have  provided 
is  not  the  ideal  answer  to  this  question  and  in  future  planning  we 
would  urge  the  Council  to  explore  the.  advisability  of  building  a 
number  of  bungalows  in  as  secluded  a portion  of  the  site  as  possible, 
where  the  old  people  could  be  housed  away  from  the  noise  and  bustle 
of  a busy  centre  and  in  which  a communal  meeting  place  they  could 
regard  as  their  own  would  be  provided,  •
